Discovered Tuesday 


When neighbors became dis- 
turbed at repeated ringing of 
the phone in the apartment of 
Miss Patricia McKelvey at 200 
NW Ave F a key was secured 
from the proprietor to investi- 
gate, as her car was parked in 
front. 

Chief Charlie Goodlett and 
Sheriff's Deputy Frank Prevatt 
answered the call of Al Harris, 
neighbor, and along with Dr. 
A. Baker reported that all in- 
dications point to suicide. 

Before coming to the Belle 
Glade Memorial Hospital in 
April as anesthetist, Miss Mc- 
Kelvey held a similar job at 
Good Samaritan. 

Miss McKelvey had answered 
a professional call at the hos- 
pital during the night and had 
returned) home, subject to call 
as need might arise at the hos- 
pital. 


No information is available at 
present to indicate a cause for 
suicide. 

Relatives in Shippingsburg, 
Pa., are being notified by friends 
in West Palm Beach for direc- 
tions for disposition of the body. 

It is reported by friends that 
Miss McKelvey is a Lutheran 
by religious faítir and had affili- 
ated with that church locally. 


The remains were shipped to 
Grove Funeral Home at Wayne- 
sboro, Pa. Williams-Wethering- 
ton Funeral Home in charge of 
local arrangements. Survivors 
included her mother, Mrs. Mabel 
McKelvey.

In 1956 Bill Phillips, a re- 
porter on the staff of the Miami 
Hearld, helped arrange a “good- 
will tour” of the Carribean and 
South Amercian cities in which 
business men and city officials 
contacted citizens of the com- 
munity visited and made a sin- 
cere effort to understand their 
problems and encourage a better 
understanding of ours 

Phillips found, as I did on my 
recent Pan American Commiss- 
ion tour of South America, that 
people are people wherever you 
go. As individuals they have the 


same problems, the same hand- 


icaps, the same ambitions. Like 
us, they want to live at peace 
ith their neighbor's and the 
ld. They are kindly, cour- 
teous, considerate and friendly. 
They do not understand inter- 
national tensions, cold wars and 
political bickering anymore than 
we do, They are influenced by 
what they read in their news- 
papers, what they see on their 
television sets and what their 
political leaders scream at them 
from the plaza platform. 
Under the spell of mob hyp- 
nosis they may scream and yell, 
"Yankee Go Home," burn or 
stomp on an American Em- 
and picket an American Em- 
basssy. But alone in the security 
of their own environment they 
are still kind, courteous and 
considerate, Visit them in their 
home as a friend and they can't 
do enough for you. They rec- 
ognize you as another human 
being, a friend who is concerned 
with their affairs. You pet their 
dog, admire their patio garden, 
express appreciation of a well 
prepared meal and they are 
thrilled, just as we are under 
similar cirumstances at home. 
You, are an individual, are 
real, you are personal. There is 
no animosity toward you for 
they have met you personally 
and have found that you are no 
different from them. You do not 
have horns, carry no pitchfork 
and certainly haveno , ambi- 
tion to harm them or their 


country. 

Considering his experience, 
Bill Phillips conceived a plan to 
solve the problem of Cuba. Bill 
suggested to his managing ed- 
itor, George Beebe, that the 
Herald sponsor a friendship- 
letter program which would 
operate on a person-to-person 
basis. 

He urged that Americans 
write personal letters to Cubans 
expressing their good will and 
friendship, excluding all pol-

Let- 
ters poured in from all over the 
nation and the Herald was hard 
pressed to address and forward 
them to individual citizens,
